Senator Hltchjeock (Neb.), Democratic
leader, refused to consent to an agree-

ment to vote on the terms laid down
by Senator Lodge (Mass.),' republican
leader. Then In turn Senator Lodge re-

fused to accept the proposal advanced
by Senator Hitchcock.

Finally Senator Cummins (la.), as
head of the Interstate Commerce Com
jntttee, warned the Senate that, unless
there were quick agreement and dlspo

aal of the treaty one way or the other
he should demand that It bo laid aside
svnd the railroad bill taKcn up.

With no agreement In sight covering
the preliminary to the decision the Sen
at resumed discussion of the treaty In
a listless, halfhearted way. Out
speeches, amendments, reservations long
Since have ceased to Interest.

lloth Sides In tho Open.
It was obvious that they were coming

at last to a aliowdown on certain, deli
cate polnls of parliamentary procedure.
In the discussion on tho floor both tno
political chlofa laid their cords on tho
table. Details of their ptans had been
disclosed and the time had come when,
neither having any part of his strategy
to conceal, they were free to discuss
with each other and the presiding offi
cer the ruling that may be expected In
certain exigencies. '

Whether anv ray of light was Intro
duced Into the gloom as a result of this
discussion was not made known. Mr.
Lodge said later that the next move was
up to the Democrats. They hd rejected
his proposal which strictly followed the
rules. They asked unanimous ngrcc- -
n,tnt on an extraordinary plan which
was without tho rules and on which
unanimous consent waa Impossible.

A sufficient nur.iber of votes can do
nnythlng In the Senate rules or no
rules. Hut the Democrats who want to
suspend rules have a minority with
which to try to do It.

f- The situation Is one of curious com
plexity, hinging on tho fact tllat a treaty
requires not a majority but a two-thir-

vote to ratify. Mr. Lodge has a major-lt- y

(supporting his programme of reser-
vations. H can sweep everything be-
fore him down to the one crucial vote
for ratification. But at that point his
power ends bocauso he must suddenly
jump to a two-thir- vote from 49 to
64.

Propositi of Mr. Lodge.
Mr. Lodge'! proposal is that the Sen-

ate agree that, having reached this point-- ,

and failed to ratify the Senate by unani-
mous consent, It then shall try the other
tack and vofo on a resolution of ratifica-
tion without any reservations at all. If
tho treaty could not be ratified on that
vote It would be finished rejected.

Mr. Hitchcock, knowing that on neither
of thes tocks could the craft be navi-
gated Into the port of ratification, wanted
an agreement by which every interme-
diate course might be tried In the-- hope
of finding a breeze that would sweep
her In. To tVs Mr. Lodge objected, say-
ing; that under such an agreement the
feeiiaie never could reach a determina-
tion ; it would be essaying trial trips on
the --tacks of innumerable tentative pro-
posals and compromise plans but never
getting anywhere.
